RAPID EXPANSION MADE 

IN STRAWBERRY GROWING 

Darias tha past twe or ttroa years 
strawberry growtag In weatam Ken- 
tucky and Iwrder counties of Ten- 
nessee and experienced an unprece- 
dented growth, according to Morgan 
O. HvgbM, ot th. Kentucky Agricul- 
taral axpariswt StaMoB aad oaia of 
tha wall-known authoritlM tai Ken- 
tucky on the crop. Sixteen associa- 
tions formed in that territory for 
marketing the berrlaS represent an 
estimated total ot S.SSS aerao, h. de- 
clared. 

"Kentucky growers are finding that 
good care of their beds will increase 
the yields at least 50 per cent," Mr. 
Hughes aald la dlacusalng practices 
foUowed In groiriag tba crop. "Im- 
mediately after tha aad ot tha bear- 
ing season, which Is usually abont 
Jnna 10 to 15 in Kentucky, the vines 
are mowed oft and th. beds raked 
clean attar whMi tha rowa ara bar- 
red out on each side with a disc cul- 
tivator or one-horse plow until they 
are about eight Inches wide. After 
this has l>een done, some growers 
And It a gwd plae ta ge aeroaa the 
rowH with a amoothlng harrow that 
has the teeth set straight. This not 
only kills iiuiiiy weeds, but uIho pulKs 
out aome of the surplus plants usu- 
ally found ia a sail auUtad raw. 

"Th* tifitm thsa rolled down 
aad th. mMaiM spilt out with a dou- 
ble sliovel or bull loiigut^ plow iind 
the beds given frequent cultivation. 
Aa tha rines throw out new plants, 
the rowa ara aUowad to spraad out 
until about 19 Inches wide and are 
given two or three lioclngs at inter- 
vals to keep them free of weeds. Old 
beds UBuaUy are cultlTatad untS the 
ground booomM toe vat a# ftosen 
in oHSr that th«^ tan bia 1^ ratire- 
ly clean in the fall. 
"After new beds have been set in 



the spring and up until the first of 
July, they are cultivated both ways 
with a tool similar to a 14-tooth gar- 
dm harrow. Thla la dlaooBtlaaad 
wliw tka «ini#8 tea abeat eaa ftot 

long, these being allowed to form a 
matted row that should spread out 
untU about IS InehM wide. Hand 
hotfng la n'ecaaaary aftar thla to 
kMp down waads.

stock as certified seed. 

Many growers now recognize the 
value of superior seed and are will* 
ing to pay a praaiam'fior It, tat tb«r 
are discouraged by frauds perpetrat- 
ed upon them by unscrupulous deal- 
ers. However, the fanners may pro- 
tect themselves to a great extent it 
they win look tat tba oartiSeatioa 
tag iMA shoold ta on arary aadk 
of eertifled seed potatoes. With ttis 
tag to start from it is possible to 
trace any lot of seed back to tha 
gorwer or dealer who put It up. 

Not only the growers, bnt maay tH 
the saed dealars have ba«n tanpresa- 
ed with the importance of getting In 
nothing but the l)est seed. This year 
22 carloads of n i titled seed potatoes, 
all of the Triumph variety, wars 
plaatod la LtoaMaaa aloaa. Twalra 
carloads came from Wisconsin aad 
10 from Nebraska. It Is claimed that 
by the use of this liiph-u;r;ule seed 
the yields in that state are being in- 
creasad 4S toaslMIs or mora aa aera 
over that of much of tha saad tons' 
erly sold there.

CARE OF EGOS ON FARM 

aiVIN NEW IMPORTANOI 

tn the fntnre, good care of eggs on 

111!' farm ticfori' thiy nre sent tO the 
market will be a more important fac- 
tor in determining the profits which 
Rentncky fermers obtain from their 
poultry floeka now that the itate has 
an i-KK oandllnK law, potiltrymen at 
the Kentucky Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station are pointing out. 

The portion of the law which in- 
terests farmers proTtdee that be- 
tween May 15 of each year and Jan- 
uary 16 of the next, no person, firm 
or eorperation engaged In buying or 
Belling eggs shall 4o so wlthovt oan- 
dllng them and that no payment 
eitlier in rash or merchnniilse shall 
he made for those unfit for food. 

The Ave main cauees for eggs be- 
coming unlit for food are roosters in 
the lock, ka a pt ng the eggs m warm 
places, damp, dirty nests, Ipavinc 
eggs in the nest too long and hold- 
ing them at home too long, accord- 
ing to J. H. Martin, in charge of the 
station poultry work. 

"Lospes in epps unfit for food may 
be prevented if all roosters are con- 
fined, sold or killed, the eggs kept in 
a cool place, one good nest provided 
Cor e?ery fire h«i% the eggs gathered 
twice dally aad SMifeeted when they 
are fresh, he said. 

"During ,he summer, broken, 
shrunken and badly flavored eggs 
may be prevented hy^ gathering them 
twice dally,' he continued. "Deterio- 
ration is prevented if the eggs are 
kept in a coo|. well ventilated room. 
If the eggs are kept in a cave, care 
should be taken not to place them 
near onions or any other ohjecta that 
might cause the eggs to absorb odors. 

It is best to plaet' them on tables OT 
bo.xes to allow free circulation of air 
about them. Eggs will reach market 
in better cndltion It they are sent 
freqnently Instead of being held for 
a tgU eeae to aeeemalate."
